And thero at the dooi 
stood the butler, \vih a knife in onfi hand 
and a caudle in the other.

her back, he was so dreadfully frightened 
that lie dropped the candle on the lloor 
and rushed off down the staircase nud oft

from ray family. Then I found n letter 
from my mother dated from Frankfort on 
the very day of our sailing from England.

tho balloonist, Cleveland Moffett tells iu 
Kt. Nicholas of a daring deed performed 
by Mine. Carlotta Myers, wife of the 
noted balloonist. Professor Car! Myers of 
Frankfort, N. Y. 


Some years ago at Ottawa she made 


an ascension never forgotten by the peo- 
ple of that city. It was a gala occasion 
iu honor of Queen Victoria's gift of the 
Crystal palace to her lojal subjects, aud 
Canada had rarely seen such a gather- 
ing. 
Twenty-five thousand people, us 


was estimated, were packed inside the 
exposition, grounds to see the famous 
aeronaut rise to the clouds. 


And there at the appointed time stood 


Carlotta on a raised platform, with the 
multitude about, her, waitiug for the 
balloon. She wore a short skirt over a 
gymnasium suit and made au attractive 
picture with her fine figure aud golden 
bronze hair. 
So thought various city 


dixnitaries who chatted with her ad- 
miringly while the crowd surged about 
thorn. 


Meantime Professor Myers was aux- 


iouvly watching the raaneuiers of some 
Indians hired by a committee to tow the 
balloon from the gas works, two miles 
distant, whore it had been filled. This 
was rather against the professor's judg- 
ment, for the Ilidcau river, flowing by 
the grounds, offered an obstacle that 
could be overcome only by the help of 
canoes and towlines, aud to paddle a big 
balloon across a river — a fresh filled, 
hard tugging balloon— is not a thing to 
be undertaken lightly.

took that way. Stepping off the platform, 
she rau lightly aud s\viftly over heads 
and shoulders packed solid aud cauie to 
the balloon. Such was the people's fright 
that they scarcely felt her pass.

don't, these people will be crushed to 
death."

drive a team through," he protested; but 
already she was in the basket and a cheer 
arose.

car.

A Pretty Hanging- BnuUet. 


Tuke a carrot, the largest and smooth- 


est you can find, and cut off the pointed 
lower end. Then make a cup of the large 
upper part by carefully hollowing it out, 
leaxiiiR the bottom nnd sides a quarter of 
an inch thick." Bore some holes in the 
sides near the'top. Three iv ill do. Through 
those holes pa^ss strings by which to sus- 
pend the cup. When it is finished, fill it 
with water aiad hung it in a sunny win- 
dow, aud it will soon send out leaves from 
the bottom and become a very pretty 
hanging basket. Never allow sill the wa- 
ter to evaporate, but put in a little fresh 
every day. If the carrot is large enough 
to allow the sides and bottom to be left 
thicker, the green leaves will last longer 
and he more abundant.

He isr 
the only advocate I ever heard who had- 
the imperial power which would subdue 
ii(i unwilling and hostile jury. His power 
ov»-r them seemed like the fascination of 
a bird by a snake. 


Choate's method was pure persuasion. 


He never appealed to base motives or 
tried to awake coarse prejudices or 
stormy passions. He indulged in no in- 
vective. His wit and sarcasm a"nd ridi- 
cule amused the victim almost as much 
us it amused tlu: blunder, lie hud the 
suaviloqueutia whicluCicero attributes to 
Cornelius. There was never a harsh note 
iu his speech. 


He had a voice without any gruff yet 


shrill tones. It was like a sweet yet pow- 
erful flute. He never strained it or 
seemed to exert it to its fullest capacity. 
I do not know any other public speaker 
whose style resembled his in the least. 
Perhaps Jeremy Taylor was his model, 
if he had any model. 
The phraseology 


with which he clothed some commonplace 
or mean thought or fact, when he,, was 
compelled to use commonplace arguments 
or to tell some common story, kept his 
auditors ever alert und expectant. 
An 


Irishman who«4iad killed his wire thre>y 
away the ax with which Choale claimed 
the deed was done when he heard some- 
body coining. 
This, in Choate's lan- 


guage, was "the sudden ami frantic ejac- 
ulation of the ax." Indeed his speech 
was a perpetual surprise. 


Whether you liked him or disliked him. 


you ga^e him your ears, erect and iutout. 
HP used manuscript a great deal, even in 
speaking to juries. AVhen a trial was on, 
lasting days or weeks, he kept his pen, 
ink and paper at hand iu his bedroom and 
would often get up in the middle of the 
night to write down thoughts that came 
to him as he lay in bed. lie was always 
careful to keep warm. It was said he 
prepared for a great jury argument by 
taking off eight great coats and drinking 
eight cups of greeu tea.—Senator Hoar in 
Scribner's.

mona, after she has lic'en duly smothered 
by the Moor, couies to life again and en- 
tors into (onxorsatiou quite rationally. 
e\en inxouting a generous falsehood to 
fchield him from the consequences of bib 
crime before she decides to die. The im- 
probability of u person ieco\eriug con- 
sciousness and speech after being smoth- 
ered and of dying after performing such 
a font scarcely needs pointing out. 


Shakespeare, too, had a trick of intro- 


ducing tbe must glaring anachronisms— 
so glaring, in fact, that there is more 
than n suspicion that they must have 
been introduced consciously for some un 
known reason. 


For instance, he makes a clock strike 


in ancient Komo at a time more than a 
thousand yi nrs before clocks were in- 
vented, \\liea such an event xxould cer- 
tainly h a x o been the eighth wonder of 
the v,oi!d.
